WHOLLY FAILS TO UNDERSTAND. 


Mr. Cleveland and Secretary Olney det Many 
Telegrams —Vigorons Action Expected 
from Congress—The Talk 
of the Day. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPONT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—President 
Cleveland had many calls today from 
Senators and Representatives, who 
came to congratulate him upon the at- 
titude he had assumed in his message. 
The telegrams which began to come in 
yesterday commending his course were 
supplemented today by many letters. 
Secretary Olney had his share of the 
callers. 
_ AMthough there is nowhere a sugges- 
tion of any abatement of our claims, 
and, indeed, it is generally recognized 
that the President hag left so avenue 
tor retreat, iteis stin confidently be- 
ue ved here that the difficulty can and 
will be settled peaceably. This belief 
is based upon the expectation that 
Great Britain will re-establish diplo- 
matic relations with Venezuela. As 
the revolution in that country has been 
quelled, and the internal peace which 
Lord Salisbury demanded as a condi- 
tion to resumption of nego fons is 
restored, he will treat the subject, it 
is believed, as he practically prom- 
ised in his last note, in a more com- 
pliant spirit than the British govern-. 
ment has exhibited heretofore in the 
negotiations, and thus speedily reach 
an agrecment satisfactory to Great 
Britain. and Venezuela, and so, as a 
natural result, acceptable to the United 
States. In this way Great Britain 
would avoid any concession of the 
right of a third party to interpose, and 
likewise escape an admission of the ac- 
ceptability or applicability of the Mon- 
rue doctrine. 

It is entirely probable that Great 
Britain will abstain from presenting 


| any evidence in support of her title to 


the proposed commission, for by go do- 
ing she would admit our right to in- 
terpose, which is the vital point in the 
controversy. '

Lord Salisbury's responses to Secre- 
tary .Olmey’s arguments are not re- 
garded in official circles in Washtng- 
ton as being weighty or logically 
strong. The parallel he seeks to draw 
between the Alaskan boundary ques- 
tion and the Venezuelan boundary con- 
troversy utterly falls, it is sald, when 
viewed in-the light of the definition of 
the Alaskan boundary given in the 
Nussian treaty cf cession. As for his 
objection to the induction of the Mon- 
roe «doctrine into international law as 
making a new departure, it is argued 
that international 
Reed once remarked of parliamentary 
law, “is not an exact science,” and it is 
made and amended from time to time 
by nations able to support their views, 
and the United States has as much 
right to apply this doctrine to Amer- 
ican affairs as had some of the Euro- 
pean powers by combination to regulate 
affairs in Europe and force their views 
upon Oriental nations. 

It is improbable that Secretary Olney 
will make a response to Lord Salis 
bury’s note at this time beyend a mere 
formal acknowledgement of its re- 
ceipt, and the President will probably 
await the action of Congress on his 
suggestion looking to a commission be- 
fore proceeding further in the matter. 

As the North Atlantic squadron cor-

VENEZUELA HEARD FROM. 


The Wlidest Joy and Enthusiasm 
’revails at Caracas. 

MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—A special to 
the World from Caracas says: 

“The news of the Cleveland message 
uncompromisingly upholding Venezuela 
and the Monroe doctrine created the 
wildest joy and enthusiasm. It has 
produced new confidence in the *uture 
of the country and it acts like magic. 
The Venezuclan Foreign Office declares 
that it. will sustain the dignity and 
sovereignty of the republic by force if 
necessary, and 100,000 soldiers can be 
put in the fleld. The government de- 
clines to speak officially in regar i to 
the Uruan incident, but the World cor- 
respondent is asured that it will refuse 
to concede the indemnity of $60,000 re- 
cently demanded by Great Britain. 

“It is reported that England's war- 
ships are on their way here. The ar- 
rival of the American squadron is anx- 
lously awaited. The Venezuelan press 
calls upon the people to show their 
patriotism upon this great occasion 
and thelr gratitude toward the noble 
republic of the North, which has proved 
in the supreme crisis its staunch all- 
ance to the principles laid down by its 
most advanced statesmen in the early 
years of its history. The press also 
urges upon the people the duty of pre- 
paring for war with all their energy. 

“Special editions were issued by the 
newspapers in the evening, reiterating 
the expression of the popular feeling 
of gratitude. There was at last a time 
for the union of political sentiment be- 
tween North and South America, pro- 
ductive of beneficent results. They also 
declare their confidence in the outcome 
on the commission which President 
Cleveland proposes to send to examine 
into the merits of the dispute with 
Great Britain, English residents in 
Caracas betray their uneasiness, but 
éxpress the opinion that there will be 
a peaceful solution. 

“Tonight Caracas is crazy with pat- 
riotic enthusiasm. The populace show 
that they are deeply moved with grati- 
tude toward the United States. Pic- 
tures of President Monroe are dis- 
played everywhere, and the statue of 
Washington has been decorated with 
American flags and floral wreaths. A 
grand mass-meeting was held in the 
public plaza tonight, at which ringing 
speeches were made. The American 
Minister was serenaded. 

“A grand ball in celebration of the 
event which now absorbs the thoughts 
of Venezuelans will be held January 1. 
The Minister of Foreign Affairs called 
at the American Legation today and ex- 
pressed to Minister Hazelton the 
thanks of President Crespo. Dr. Patrie 
is about to depart for Europe on an im- 
portant diplomatic mission. 

“The revolution is over. Rojas Paul 
has been expelled from Curacoa. 

A SENATE INVESTIGATION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations 
decided today to sit during the holiday 
vacation for the consideration of the 
Venezuelan question in its entirety. It 
is the intention to take it up in all its 
phases, and to that end the committee 
will have before it all reports and 
documents bearing upon the subject. 
The result of this inquiry in all prob- 
ability will be a resolution defining the 
position of the United States on the 
Venezuelan dispute, coupled with a 
declaration of the Monroe doctrine. 

It will not be necessary, it is said at 
the Senate, for the committee to leave 
the United States, as all the maps, sur- 
veys, treaty and other documents are 
said to be available in Washington. It 
is presumed that the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment would be found willing to sup- 
ply any papers in its possession that 
might be wanted. 

There is also talk of the necessity of 
completing the organization of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs, with the 
view of having it sit during the recess. 

The Republicans will continue their 
efforts to have the committee filled 
before the adjournment for the holl- 
days, in order to give the proceedings 
full weight. There is no doubt ex- 
pressed in any quarter that Congress 
will grant the request of the President 
to be allowed to appoint a commission 
to consider the question, but the feel- 
ing in Congress appears to be that 


Congress should also conduct an in- 
quiry of its own. *

THOSE IGNORANT BRITISHERS. 

They Want to Know What the Mes- 
ange is About.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) In spite of the prominence all the 
newspapers give President Cleveland's 
message to Congress on the Venezuelan 
boundary question, the general public 
here refuses to get excited or even in- 
terested.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The Senate 
shared the great sentiment of belliger- 
ency prevalent today, and from the out- 
set of the session the measures pro- 
posed breathed a spirit of patriotism 
and of preparation for an emergency 
that might arise concerning Venezuela. 
The first bill introduced was that of 
Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire, pro- 
viding an appropriation of $100,000,000 
for a heavy increase in the national arm- 
ament. This was quickly followed by 
propositions authorizing the Secretary 
of War to purchase a late device of 
heavy battery, and for a report on the 
feasibility of @quipping for service the 
old ship Constitution. 

Senator Hill of New York added to 
the suggestions of defense by asking 
immediate consideration for a bill mak- 
ing ex-Confederates eligible to service 
in the army and navy. Aside from these 
steps in inaugurating legislation, the 
day was passed without decisive action 
on the Venezuelan question. 

As a further expression on the sub- 
ject of British encroachments the Sen- 
ate agreed toa resolution introduced by 
Senator Davis, calling on the President 
for information as to the British or 
Canadian occupation, military or civil, 
of any part of the United States Ter- 
ritory of Alaska. 

Throughout the day the Senate gal- 
leries were crowded beyond their ca- 
pacity, showing the keen public interest 
in anticipated developments of the 
British-Venezuela question. 

Today's session of the House did not 
last an hour, but it for the 

Ssage of a bill authorizing the Pres- 
dent to appoint a commission to inves- 
tigate the Venezuelan boundary and ap- 
propriating $100,000 for the expenses of 
the commission. The bill, which car- 
ries into effect the recommendations of 
the President's message, was prepared 
by Mr. Hitt of Illinois, a Republican, 
this morning and met the approval of 
Speaker Reed. Although several Re- 
publican leaders expressed themselves 
in conversation as favoring the refer- 
ence of the message to the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs for a report, Mr. 
Boutelle of Maine was the only one who 
voiced the view of the floor. Speeches 
for the bill were made by Mr. Hitt and 
Mr. Crisp and attempted by others who 
could not secure recognition. Phere 
was no vote against it and considerable 
applause was given to the patriotic ref- 
erences in the speeches. 

The House decided to have its holiday 
recess extend from Friday, December 
20, to Friday, January 3, a vacation of 
two weeks. There will be one more 
session before the holidays, that on 
Friday next, when Speaker Reed will 
probably defy superstition and an- 
nounce the House committees. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION. 
WASHINGTON O. c..) Dec. 18.~ 
Though less than a dozen Senators were 
present when the session opened today, 
the Venezuelan issue at once came into 
prominence, but not directly as in the 
House, the Senate’s business taking the 


form of measures for national de- 
fense. 

In presenting a bill for the repeal of 
the law imposing disabilities on 


those who served in the war of the re- 
bellion, Senator Hill of Nen York 
spoke briefly. The main purpose. he 
said, was to wipe out the feature of 
the statute which prevented ex-Con- 
federates from serving in the United 
States army ond navy. 

“It is most opportune at the present 
moment,“ said Mr. Hill, “that thes» 
men from the South co-operate with 
those of the North in giving the coun- 
try any military or naval defend that 
may be required.” 

He spoke of the measure as a pa- 
triotic one, tending to obliterate the 
enimosities of a wer long ago closed. 
In conclusion, Mr.“ Hill asked that the 
rules be susnended, end the bill put 
on its immediate passage. 

Senator Platt of Connecticut sug- 
gested that it was rather a novel proce- 
dure to ask the Senate to pass a meas- 
ure of this character before Senators 
had considered the subject. “There is 
no immediate haste.” said he. “The 
country is not likely to have war before 
Congress reassembles after the hol 
days. There may be no objection to 
the repeal after ic has been examined.” 

Mr. Hill consented to let the bill go 
on the table for the present. ~« 

Senator Chandler immediately fol- 
lowed with @ bin “to strengthen the 
militery armament.” The reading of it 
occasioned much widespread comment. 
It was referred to the Committee on 
Military Affairs. 

On motion of Senator Davis of Min- 
neapolis the Senate agreed to a resolu- 
tion calling on the President-for in- 
formation, end ell correspondence as 
to the establishment by Great Britain 
of postoffices 2nd postroads in the 
('nited States and Territory of Alaska: 
also as to any British occupation. mili- 
tary or civil, of that Territory: also. as 
respeating any attempt by Great 
Britair or Canada to assert any claim 
to territory of the United States in 
Alaska. 

Another significant resolution was of- 
fered by Senator Gallinger of New 
Hempshire authorizing the Secretary of 
War to contract for the purchase of an 
improved counterpoise battery. The 
resolution. went to the Committee on 
Military affairs. Then the Senate set- 
tled down to routine business. 

The Vice-President announced the re- 
eppointment of Senator Cullom of II- 
Unols as a member of the Board of Re- 
gents of the Smithsonian Institute. 

Senator Call of Florida then ad- 
dressed the Senate on his resolution for 
en investigation of alleged frauds in 


Florida. 

The debate procceded at much length. 
Senator Caffery of Loulsiana deprecated 
the practice of giving attention to 


Vague and loose charges of fraud. 

nator Sewell of New Jersey made 
his initial speech since his re-entry to 
the Senate. He said there would be no 
objection to an investigation confined to 
Florida, but he pointed out the inex 
diency of dragnet resolutions which 
could inaugurate investigations in 
all parts of the country. 

Senator White of California pocularly 
inquired whether it was contemplated 
that this special committee would 
travel around the country. If so Cali- 
— Wished to arrange for its recep- 

on. 


Senator Caffery sald that the resolu- 
tion was a step toward a return to 
the Federal election laws, and he pre- 
dicted a return of complete Republi- 
can change of government would re- 
sult in the re-enactment of the Fed- 
eral election laws, “with all their rigid- 
ness against intimidation and force at 
the polls.“ 

An amendment to the resolution of- 
fered by Senator Hale of Maine, limit- 
ing the investigation to election of 
United States Senators and excluding 
members of the House, was defeated. 

Senator Sewells amendment confin- 
Ing the investigation to Florida was 
defeated by 21 to 32. 

Senator Hale's amendment that the 
investigation be conducted by the 
regular Senate Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections was adopted by a 
vote of 29 to 24. 

The resolution as thus amended was 
agreed to without division. The text 
of the resolution ts as follows: 

“Resolved, that the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections shall be 
charged with the duty of investigating 
the subject of organized efforts of cor- 
porations or of the president and di- 
rectors thereof, to control the election 
of members of Congress, or to influ- 
ence the legislation of Congress: also 
to investigate and report to the Senate 
whether corrupt means, bribery or free 
transportation have been. or are being 
used to influence such elections; also 
to inquire and report to the Senate 
whether the use of such influences or 
means is consistent with the preserva- 
tion of the republic of the United 
States, and the rights and liberties of 
the people, and to report a bill for the 
punishment or suppression of such 
practices." 

Soon after securing the adoption of 
the resolution, Mr. Call gave notice 
that he would move a reconsideration. 

There was a great deal of anxiety in 
the Senate concerning the Hitt bil, 
which passed the House, and consider- 
able surprise expressed that it did not 
come over in time to be acted upon. 
Under the new law all bills must De 
printed, and this caused the delay. The 
Senate did not take up the Venezuelan 
matter directly. 

At 2:20 o'clock, on motion of Senator 
Chandler. the Senate went into exeeu- 
tive session, and at 2:50 o'clock ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 

HOUSE.—Mr. Hitt of TMIilinoils re- 
ported in the House this morning as 
soon as it had been called to order, and 
called for unanimous consent to con- 
sider the Venezuelan boundary ques- 
tion and an appropriation of $100,000 for 
the expenses thereof.

appointed by the President to investi- 
gate and report upon the true divisional 
line between the republic of Venezuela 
and British Guiana.” 

A scene of considerable excitement 
followed the request for unanimous 
consent to consider the bill, which had 
been loudly applauded when read by 
the clerk. Mr. Boutelle of Maine stated 
that he distiked to object to the con- 
sideration of such a bill, “but,” sald he, 
„It seems that this subject is one of 
such serious importance that the House 
of Representatives should proceed in a 
decorous manner to consider it. The 
President's message was read but yes- 
terday, and it seems to me the gontle- 
men may not be ready to pass upon a 
bili of this importance without de- 
liberation.” 

Cries of “Ready, ready. from the 
Republican side interrupted Mr. Bou- 
telle, but he proceeded, urging that the 
matter was one which affected the rela- 
tions of the two great English-speaking 
nations of the world. He said: ; 

“T have been accused of being ingo. 
whatever that may mean. I hope no 
one in that part of the country where 1 
am known would believe that I would 
hesitate. if the honor, dignity or safety 
of the country required, to take up 
arms against any or all nations of the 
world, but the press shows the country 
to be in a state of feverish excitement. 
It seems that we ought to give this 
matter as much consideration as we 
would give to the appropriation of a 
few thousand dollars.” 

Mr. Boutelle referred to the Prest- 
dent's message as an extraordinary one, 
and went on: “It seems that we should 
send to the committee, to be calmly con- 
sidered, this great question and the 
message in which the executive himself, 
for the first time in the history of such 
correspondence, has outlined the posst- 
bility of war between the two great 
Anglo-Saxon nations of the world.”

He be- 
gan: “I speak for all this side of the 
house, where there is no division as to 
the propriety of passing this bill. This 
House respectfully invited the govern- 
ment of Great Britain to arbitrate the 
boundary question between Vénezuela 
and British Guiana. Great Britain has 
declined. Now what are we to do? If 
the American people have a fixed opin- 
ion on any question, they have a decis- 
ive opinion that no European country 
can acquire territory on the American 
continent by force.”

CAPT BASSETT SURELY DEAD.

FRENCH WINES. 


Heavy Shortage Predicted Owing to 
Rains and Vine Disenae. 
. BY TELPOMAPH 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The State Department is in 
receipt of an interesting report on the 
wine crop of France from Consul-Gen- 
eral Morse, stationed at Paris. Morse 
states that the total product for the 
year 1895 will be 26,688,000 hectolitres, 
or 704,830,080 gallons, a d screase of 12,- 
365,000 hectolitres from the output last 
year. The increase was reported, he 
says, from only nineteen of a total of 
eventeen wine-producing departments. 
e shortage in the crop is due to 
heavy rains which destroyed a large 
number of vines, and a cryptogamic 
disease which followed rains in many 
vineyards. 


GUARDED BY POLICEMEN. 


CARS RUNNING AT PHILADELPHIA 
UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 


Mayor Warwick and Director of 
Public Safety Beitler Pass the 
Night at the City Hall—No 
Parades Will Be Allowed. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18.—The sec- 
ond day of the big strike of the employ- 
ees of the Union Traction Company 
opened with the situation practical.y un- 
changed, as far as running the cars is 
concerned. All branches are in effect 
tied up, although cars with formidible 
escorts of police have made the cir- 
cuit of nearly every one of them with- 
out molestation, enabling the officials to 
declare the lines open.“ At irregular 
intervals an immense concourse of pe- 
destrians on Chestnut street have been 
treated to the extraordinary spectable 
of. a trolley-car moving slowly along 
preceded and followed by four mounted 
policemen and carrying on the front 
and rear plattorms an aggregate of five 
policemen, each officer armed with a 
heavy oak night-stick. Many deputy 
marshals are said to be running cars. 
Up to the writing of this dispatch, 
not more than a dozen cars had made 
their way down Chestnut street, es- 
corted in the manner described above. 
There were very few passengers, as the 
cars proceeded so slowly that walking 
was preferable. Fortunately the 
weather is beautiful. Mayor Warwick 
and Director of Publle Safety Beitler, 
who spent the night in the City Hall, 
ready for any emergency which might 
arise, reported this morning, with an 
evident air of relief, that reports from 
all sections of the city are to the effect 
that everything was quiet today. This 
condition is without doubt due to a 
large extent to the determined stand 
taken by the Mayor last night when he 
served notice that it was no longer a 
fight. between the Traction Company 
and the strikers, but a battle between 
the city and mob violence. Nearly a 
thousand extra police were sworn in. 
These, with the regulars, constitute an 
army of over twenty-five hundred men, 
and all were on duty today. The big 
car-sheds and power-houses were vigi- 
lantly guarded all night, but no attempt 
at violence was made. 

On Market street, the authorities 
stationed two mounted policemen at 
each corner, in addition to two or more 
men on foot. This street and Chestnut, 
which were the scenes of most of yes- 
terday’s rioting, were most carefully 
guarded today, but the disorderly ele- 
ment seemed rather cowed or indiffer- 
ent, for there was no sign of disturb- 
ance. Every other man wears a card 
bearing the words: “I will walk,” stuck 
in his hat-band, or pinned to his coat, 
and many women are wearing them,

The St. James Gazette heads its arti- 
cle on the Venezuelan developments 
“War or Wire-pulling,” and says: 
“President Cleveland's language in the 
mouth of an European diplomat would 
mean the instant mobolization of 
armies. It is rather too late to say 
‘hands off’ to the empire which in- 
cludes not only British Guiana and 
Jamaica, but Canada. The preten- 
sions of President Cleveland and Sec- 
retary Olney are so exaggerated and 
the language so offensive that one 
could not be surprised if there was a 
similar explosion of violence here.

YERKES’S TREASURES. 
How the Millionaire Removed His 
Gallery to New York. 

(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) One of the multitude of Chi- 
cago millionaires who is about to make 
his home in New York is Charles T. 
Yerkes. His collection of paintings ond 
Statuary is valued at many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. The lowest fig- 
ure ever mentioned is $500,000, the high- 
est $1,500,000. The collection is con- 
stantly growing. An art gallery like 
this must be treated with consideration. 
Yerkes treats K so. He has just 
brought it to New York on a train of 
parlor cars, a method of transportation 
for freight which is somewhat unique, 

even for Chicago. 

When his great town house at Sixty- 
eighth street and Fifth avenue was on 
the verge of completion, a few weeks 
ago, Mr. Yerkes cast about for means 
to transport his art treasures. The 
managers of express companies pcn- 
dered when he broached the subject to 
them and none appeared guite willing 
to accept off-hand the ri of carting 
around so many dollars’ worth of can- 
vas, easily torn, and marble easily 
chipped. Some pondered 80 hard, it is 
alleged, that Yerkes left them in dis- 
gust. Others — such prices on the 
job that Yerkes himself pondered. 
Finally Yerkes entered into negotiations 
with the sleeping and drawing-room- 
car people. A satisfactory arrange nent 
was reached and on Thursday a string 
of drawing-room cars was drawn up on 
the siding in Chicago The works of art 
were put aboard with as much secrecy 
as a banking corporation observes in 
moving a couple of tons of gold. Noth- 
ing happened. : 

When the art collection arrived here 
the day after departing from Chicago, 
everything was safe and sound. Most 
of the pictures and other things, it is 
said, had been strapped upon the seats 
and fixed upon the floors, so that they 
would not be jostled.

The art gallery is said to be the larg- 
est private one in the United States.

Yuma penitentiary, grabbed his 
brother’s revolver and fired two shots 
at Randolph, also without effect, and 
snapped two caps in his face. Ran- 
doph then aimed for Tirso’s heart 
with deadly effect. The, brother who 
was first shot by Randolph was not 
killed outright, but the wound was 
doubtless mortal. He still had vital- 
ity enough to seize the revolver of his 
dead brother to fire twice more at Ran- 
dolph, before the affray ended.

CRITICALLY PLACED. 


GOMEZ AND MACEO ASK FOR 
REINFORCEMENTS. 


The insurgent Army Now on the 
2 Borders of Matansas and Santa 
Clara Provinces. 


Leaders Admit Having Lost ‘Nearly 
Four Haendred Men at the 
Battle of Amptalie. 


Gen. Lageve Defeats the Rebels with 
Heavy Loss Between Reds and 
San Marcus—Routed in 
Other Engagements. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

HAVANA, Dec. 18.—(By South Agper- 
ican Cable.) Late this evening it was 
stated that the insurgents under Gomez 
and Maceo are in a critical situation in 
their advance upon the province of Ma- 
tangas, and that they are requesting 
the other insurgent leaders to send 
them assistance. 

The insurgent army is now on the 
borders of the provinces of Matanzas 
and Santa Clara. It numbers about 
six thousand men, and is accompanied 
by about a hundred mules loaded with 
ammunition and dynamite. The.insur- 
gents also have two mountain guns 
with them. A force of 1800 insurgents 
under Zayas and Linoperez has started 
to reinforce the Gomez-Maceo army. 
The report that Gomez’ had his horse 
shot under him at the battle of Amp- 
talie is not confirmed, The insurgents 
admit having lost 376 men in that en- 
gagement. Gen. Luque has defeated 
between Rodas and San Marcus, the in- 
surgents under Cabreco, with heavy 


Oss. 

Detachments of Spanish troops are 
being posted at different strategic 
points along the border of the province 
of Matanzas and the province of Santa 
Ciara, where it is expected a decisive 
engagement will be fcught. 

The combined columns of troops com- 
manded by Gen. Canallas and Col. 
Boqueri, amounting to about five hun- 
dred and fifty men in each column, 
have fought and routed, successively at 
Palmarita Ramon, Tagus and Tortin, 
the insurgent forces vommanded by 
Jose Maceo and Periquito Perez, 
amounting to 3000 well-armed men, 
though roughly supplied with ammuni- 
tion. The fighting is said to have 
lasted seven hourg and the Spanish 
troops are reported to have captured 
the insurgent position, which was be- 
lieved to be impregnable. Ch 

The insurgents were entirely routed, 
leaving on the fleld forty-six dead and 
retiring with 200 more of their killed 
and wounded. On the side of the troops 
Capt. Juan Garcia Flourto Reeredels 
and Ferdinandez Acevedo, Dr. Polius 
and Veterinary Surgeon Castillo were 
woun Seventeen privates were 
killed and fifty-three wounded.

Prof. Beale referred to the fact that 
the Monroe doctrine, adopted by this 
country,at the suggestion of England 
to thwart the designs of the “Holy Al- 
Hlance“ pleased England then. but in 
the present case the boot appears to 
be on the other leg. When asked to 
cite a precedent, if any existed, for 
President Clevelend’s action. Prof. 
Beele referred to the controversy be- 
tween this country and France over 
the occupaton of Mexico by Maximil- 
lHian's army, in which the principle in- 
volved was the same as now, though 
the cause of the dispute was different. 


HE WANTS TO KNOW. 


ROSTON, Dee. 18.—Robert Treat

Confederate veterans to battle “for the 
honor of our country and the glory of 
our flag.“ 


VOLUNTEERS FROM MISSOURL 


ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Dec. 18.—A meeting 
of the officers and members of the First 
Infantry, M:N.G., was held last even- 
ing and, as a result, the commanding 
officer sent the following telegram to 
Washington: 

“To His Excellency, the President of 
the United States: The First Infantry, 
Missouri National Guard, is à firm be- 
lieyer in the Monroe doctrine. America, 
north, east, south and west for Ameri- 
cans, and its officers and men request 
their colonel to inform you, sir, that at 
the first call to arms the First Mis- 
souri will respond one thousand 
strong.“ 

MEANT FOR EFFECT. 
WASHINGTON. December 18.—Sena- 
tor Davis, Republican member of the 
Committe on Foreign Reletions: 

“I think the President has arigen to 
an opportunity. From his message, 
neither British Guiana nor Canada has 
any right to an independent existence 
on American soil. England is threat- 
ened with war unless she permits 
President Cleveland to adjust the 
boundaries of Venezuela. Happily 
there is still some sense of humor in 
the American people. Regarded as a 
Party movement. the message is not 
unskilifal. It puts the Republicans in 
a hole. If they assent to the commis- 
sion, they enable Mr. Cleveland to pose 
as an accomplished twister of the 
‘lion’s teil.“ If they refuse the com- 
mission, they enable the Democrats to 
denounce them as the servile friends 
of the Britisher.

THE NAVAL FORCE. 


Uncle Sam Need not Back Water 
from John nul. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 18.—Irving 
M. Scott, vice-president and general 
manager of the Union Iron Works, who 
has built some of the best warships In 
the navy, expresses the belief that, 
although the present strength of the 
navy is not great, there could be extem- 
porized a sufficient fleet to enable the 
United States to maintain the prestige 
of the flag. Continuing, he gave in de- 
tall the number of vessels now ready, 
and those which could be readily pre- 
pared for war, saying: 

“We can count on thirty-four now 
ready, besides six turreted monitors, 
six nboats. and two battleships now 
being built, making a total of forty- 
eight. Then there are thirteen of the 
old Ericcson monitors that could be 
put in preparation by having their tur- 
ret arrangement removed, and two 
eight-inch appearing and disappearing 
guns placed in a barbette in the hold, 
making them very formidable vessels in 
the defense of our bays and harbors. 
Five of those turreted vessels being 
completed just at the end of the civil 
war were never finished, the Puritan, 
Terror, Monadnock, Amphytrite and 
Miantonomah. They were similar to 
the Monterey, and very powerful ves- 
sels. 

“These could be extemporized for 
cruisers and commerce-destroyers, the 
New York, Paris, St. Louis and St. 
Paul. They would rank up to the top 
notch. It would require only the time 
necessary to furnish them with guns. 
I should think that within thirty days 
they could be put into shape.“ 

COAST DEFENSE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 18.—Of all 
the American coast cities, San Fran- 
cisco is probably the best-prepared to 
resist a naval demonstration and at- 
tack. How successful the defense 
would be is, of course, a matter of 
conjecture, though the opinion prevails 
in army circles that it would require 
a great many more vessels than Eng- 
land now has in her Pacific squadron to 
make even an impression. 

New York is probably better de- 
fended, so far as the actual number of 
guns and other armanent is employed, 
but the geographical situation is not 
nearly so favorable. During the last 
two years some pretense at putting 
Boston and Portland in.proper condition 
has been made, but so little accom- 
plished that they would, perforce, fall 
easy victims to a fleet of any size. As 
for the Southern cities, they are prac- 
tically defenseless. New Orleans, 
Charleston, Pensacola and Savannah 
would be taken without much resist- 
ance, though the last-named two cities 
could be placed in splendid condition 
in six months’ time. 

Col. George H. Mendell, recently re- 
tired from the government service and 
to whom must be given much of the 
credit for San Francisco's defenses, 
from an engineering standpoint, treats 
lightly the prospect of a war with 
England. He does not believe 
country would undertake to fight Amer- 
‘ca at present, but if such a thing 
should happen he believes that San 
Francisco is well able to withstand any 
attack a British fleet might make, even 
supposing the entire Pacific’ squadron 
were concentrated at this point. 

Jam not prepared to believe,” he 
said “that England could do suca an 
utterly foolish thing as to engage in 
war with America at the present time. 
Supposing, however, that such a thing 
should take place, I think I may safeiy 
say that San Francisco is not in the 
least danger. True, our defenses are 
not by any means complete, yet on the 
other hand it must be remembered 
that this. por: ‘+ a long way from Eng- 
land’s nearest naval station and con- 
sequently it would be hazardous on her 
part to concentrate any greai number 
of vessels here on a mere venture. 

“I do not care to express a poaitive 
opinion as to the length of time re- 
quired to complete the system of har- 
bor defense as contemplated by tho 
War Department, though I believe it 
could be done in six months. In fact, 
with men and money, the harbor could 
be placed in sixty days’ time in sucha 
condition as to defy any reasonable 
force which might be brought against 
us. 
“As for the defense at Lime Point 
and the completion of the battery of 
disappearing 10-inch guns near Fort 
Point, that is a mere matter of rapid 
transit, combined with quick work on 
the part of the engineers.Under pres- 
sure the thing might be done in thirty 


days. I think the dynamite guns re- 
cently erected will do all that is re- 
quired and expected of them. The 


Fifth Artillery, Col. Graham's regi- 
ment, is perfectly trained and fully un- 
derstands the working of heavy guns. 

“As I before remarked, there Is little 
fear of a war with England. Should 
the unexpected happen, how-ver, San 
Francisco is the last place d expect 
trouble. England's first and probably 
only point of attack on the Sgeifc 
Coast would be the Puget Sound cities. 
Tacoma, Seattle. Port Townsend, Ever- 
et:, Whatcom, Port Angeles and Fair 
Haven are utterly defenseless. I: fol- 
Jaws as a matter of course that they 
would be the firs: to receive attention 
and the warning received from such a 
demonstration would give the govern- 
men: ample time to do all for San 
Francisco that would be required.” 
CHARLES H. CRAMP’S ESTIMATE. 

NEW YORK. Dee. 18.—A local paper 
prints an interview from Washington 
With Charles II. Cramp, the head of 
the shipbuilding firm, on the subject of 
A possible war with Great Britain 
growing out of the President's attitude 
on the Venezuelan question. Mr. Cramp 
does not think there will be an immedi.- 
ate order for new vessels, for he says 
those ordered now would hardly he 
available if needed soon, as it takes at 
least two years :o build a battleship.

Maine of the second-class, the Monte- 
rey, which has demonstrated her abil- 
ity to go on sea cruises: the Miantono- 
mah, which is smaller than the Monte- 
rey, and the Amphitrite.

SENATOR CHANDLER AT WORK. 

WASHINGTON, Decemebr 18.—Sena- 
tor Chandler today introduced the fol- 
lowing bill, which, with others, will re- 
quire early consideration in case com- 
plications reach a more acute stage: 

“That the President be, and he is 
hereby authorized and directed to 
Strengthen the military armement by 
adding thereto equipment for use 1.000. 
000 infantry rifies, 1000 guns for fleld 
artillery and not exceeding 5000 heavy 
guns for fortifications; to be produced 
by manufacture in the arsenals or by 
contract for manufacture or by pur- 
chase in the country or elsewhere, ac- 
cording to the discretion of the Presi- 
dent, who shall conform, when practi- 
cable, without unwise delay, to the 
methods prescribed for making con- 
tracts and purchases by existing laws. 

“The sum of $100,000,000 is hereby ap- 
propriated to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of this act.“ 


The Improved Postal Cars. 


(Harper’s Weekly:) The postal au- 
thorities have put in operation recently 
half a dozen improved postal cars, 
which have become known as “bur- 
glar and collision proof.” The con- 
struction of these cars is such that rob- 

would find it difficult to break 
into them in transit, as. frequently 
happens with express cars, but they 
are not intended primarily to be “‘bur- 
glar-proof.” Extensive use of steel 
plates in the framing at the ends and 
between the sills of the heavy timbers 
that run the length of the cars has 
made them much stronger than the 
cars in use heretofore, and they are 
practically collision-proof in ordinary 
smash-ups. They are not collision- 
proof in the sense that they will with- 
stand any shock that comes when the 
accident usually results in loss of life. 

The place of postal clerk is extremely 
hazardous. Several of these clerks 
were killed in an accident recently on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad near Har- 
risburg, and others were injured in a 
train-wrecking accident on the New 
York Central Railroad near Utica 
shortly afterward. Whenever an acci- 
dent happens to a through train al- 
most -invariably one reads that the 
postal clerks are killed o injured. The 
reason for this is that postal cars are 
carried next to the locomotive, as a 
rule, to avoid switching as much as 
possible. They are usually heavily 
loaded, and in making over the train 
at junctions they are placed where 
they will cause the least delay in get- 
ting under way again. By strengthen- 
ing them with steel plates and stout 
angle bars the danger in accidents will 
be greatly lessened. 

-Six of these cars are in operation be- 
tween New York and Chicago on the 
Erie Railroad. In a few weeks fifteen 
of them will be in operation, and from 
time to time their numbers will be in- 
creased. They are made from the de- 
sign of E. W. Grieves, superintendent of 
the car department of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad. They are sixty-five 
feet long on the inside, and have no 
platforms. The absence of platforms 
gives the appearance of one long. 
jointed car when three or four of them 
are made up together. There are no 
doors at the ends, and this fact. with 
the absence of platforms, gave rise to 
the “burglar-proof” idea. The platforms 
were taken off to get more room inside 
rather than to prevent robberies, which 
rarely occur on mail cars. ö 

The internal arrangement of the cars 
is a decided improvement on the old 
style. The stove is in the middle of the 
car. This lessens the danger from fire 
in time of accident, and also gives a 
better heat. The racks and storage 
part of the car are in one end. These 
serve as a buffer in collisions. The cars 
are lighted by oil and gas, and this 
makes careful sorting of the packages 
easier. Under each end is a six-wheeled 
truck. The wheels are thirty-three 
inches in diameter and are said to be 
the largest ever used on cars in this 
country. There are two doors on each 
side of the car, and, as the illustration 
on another page shows, the sides of the 
car seem as thick as the sides of an 
armor-clad ship. When these cars come 
into, general use, it is probable that we 
shall bear of fewer deaths and injuries 
To postal clerks in railroad accidents.

DEATH ON THE ST. PAUL. 


FIVE MEN KILLED OUTRIGHT BY 
AN EXPLOSION. 


The Disaster Due to a Fiaw in a 
Steampipe—Several of the Crew 
Seriously Sentded—The Vessel's 
Departure Postponed. 


MECULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Five men 
were killed and six injured this morn- 
ing by the explosion of a steam-pipe 
on the American line steamship St. 
Paul at 7 o'clock, while the vessel lay 
at the dock in North River. The dead 
are: 

JAMES FAWNS, assistant engineer. 


E. MANNING, fourth assistant engi- 
neer. 


ROBERT CAMPBELL, machinist, 
Nyack. 

GEORGE WILLIAMS, machinist, 
New York.

All of these were seriosuly scalded. 
At the time of the accident, there were 
thirty men in the fire-room, ond ten in 
the engine-room. The accident ts be- 
lieved to have been due to a flaw in 

the pipe. 

Preparations were being made for 
sailing at 1 o'clock, but fortunately no 
passengers were aboard. The explosion 
shook the big vessel from stem to stern. 
The steam poured up to the deck from 
the engine-room in clouds. As soon as 
possible the steam was turned off. Al- 
most simultaneously four half-dead 
men scrambled up the iron stairway 
from the engine-room and fell pros- 
trete. Two other men, terribly 
scalded, were found unconscious near 
the bottom of the stairway. Five men 
were found in the compartment scalded 
to death. The faces and parts of the 
body not covered looked as if they had 
been parboiled. The explosion blew out 
a portion of the bulkhead, and shat- 
tered every glass within a radius of 
fifty feet. 

On investigation it was found that 
the main steam pipe had burst at a 
bend near the bulkhead. Superintend- 
ing Engineer Clark said that he did not 
know exactly what amount the pressure 
was, but he was sure that it was not 
sufficient to cause the pipe to burst. 
He was not able to tell whether there 
was not sufficient room to allow of ex- 
pansion, or a flaw in the casting. 
Clark said it would require at least a 
week to make repairs. 


A BAD MAN. 


Charley Tong Sing in the Custody of 
Newark Police. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—The police of 
Newark have in custody Lem Tong 
Sing, alias Charley Tong Sing, who, the 
New York police say, is one of the most 
notorious cutthroats ever known in 
Chinatown or the slums of San Fran- 
cisco. Capt. Young of the Sixth Pre- 
cinct, New York, has information from 

Tong Sing's own countrymen liv- 
ing in Mott street, that the prisoner is 
responsible for four or five murders 
that have been instigated by the 
nhighbinder societies in the United 
States. Capt. Young’s men will arrest 
Sing if he appears in their jurisdiction, 
for he is wanted for assault and bat- 
tery and gambling. 

Charley Tong Sing is a remarkable 
manin many ways. When he first ap- 
peared in Chinatown, early in the 
present year, the countrymen of the 
clique opposed to the Hip Sing Tong, or 
highbinders’ society at No. 21 Chatham 
square, promptly became terror- 
stricken, and some of them asked the 
protection of the police. Charley Sing 
is the name that he is best known by. 
About the fourth week of his residence 
in New York city he obtained a great 
deal of notoriety by making an applica- 
tion for appointment as a special de- 
tective in Chinatown. He said that 
gambling was going on constantly at 
nearly a score of places in Mott, Pell 
and Doyer streets, and that the regular 
police were not able to suppress it. 

To support his claim for the special 
detective job, Charley Sing produced 
letters from Chief Engineer Melville of 
the United States Navy, and from the 
Judge Advocate-General, which pur- 
ported to show that he was on the 
on the 
He had 
two medals, one presented by Congress 
to survivors of the Jeanette expedition, 
and 28 presented by the Navy Depart- 
men 

Quan Tick Nam became the object of 
attack on the part of the highbinders, 
and a prize of $1000 was alleged to be 
the reward for his death. Quan Yick 
Nam had been in San Francisco when 
Charley Sing was there, and he gave 
Capt. Young the whole story of Char- 
ley’s career of crime. Quan Tick Nam 
says that Charley Sing killed a man 
and got his papers, and has since that 
time passed himself as the original 
owner of the papers. 

Capt. Young says that Quan Tick 
Nam is truthful and honest in every 
way, and that Lem Tong Sing will be 
prosecuted to the full extent of the law. 


NELSON DRIGGS. 


Death of a Noted Counterfeiter—The 
Gayon Incident. 

ASSOCIATED PRESS KEPORT.) 

DAYTON (O.) December 13. —Nelson 
Driggs, the most famous counterfeiter 
of his time, is dead. He was at one 
time said to be worth nearly $1 -000,000, 
made by exchanging bad money for 
good. He has spent many years in the 
penitentiary, his longest sentence being 
for fifteen years in Joliet prison. For 


the past five or six years he has lived. 


a retired life here, attending to his prop. 
erty and managing a roadhouse. 

The last escapade in which Driggs 
and his young wife Gertie figured was 
when Chief United States Detective 
Bell, Detective Donnell and others came 
here in 1888 to capture Jim Guyon, the 
noted counterfeiter, who had $25,000 
Manted at the Driggs mansion. The 
plans of the detectives were well laid, 
but Guyon was in the woods back of 
the house when the attack was made. 
Detective Donnell pursued Guyon, who 
was flying for his life. All of a sudden 
Guyon jumped behind a tree, and, when 
Donnell came up, Guyon fired a bullet 
into his face. Donnell fell and Guyon, 
thinking him dead, fled. 

Donnell was stunned, and, rising, ob- 
tained a farmer’s horse and pluckily 
pursued Guyon, who escaped and is 
now in Mexico. Chief Bell wrote a 
novel founded on this celebrated case. 
The detective unearthed $25,900 in coun- 
terfeit bills which was buried on the 
Driggs premises. Driggs received a jail 
sentence because no proof was strong 
enough to convict him. A volume of 
sensations could be written about the 
family. Driggs was 80 years of age.

A BARBARIC SWARM. 


THE 


ATTACK ON ARMENIANS AT 
CAESAREA. 


A Thousand Persons Stoned oF 
Clabbed to Death tn One After- 
noon—Soldicers Confess to Having 
the Government's Consent. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 18.—Re 
plying to a telegraphic message from 
United States Minister Terrell, the mis- 
sionaries at Marsovan telegraphed yes- 
terday that they were all safe and 
guarded by troops. A letter dated De- 
cember 2 has been received here from 
an American missionary at Caesarea, 
giving harrowing details of the horrors 
of the previous three days. 

The writer says the Turks swarmed 
Into the-houses, stoning, clubbing and 
killing every Armenian within reach. 
The American mission was not harmed, 
evidently owing to orders issued by the 
Turkish officiale, but, the missionary 
continues, the barbarity practiced 
passes all description. A thousand peo- 
ple were killed on the afternoon of No- 
vember 30. The missionary says the 
Turkish soldiers confessed that the gov- 
ernment gave them permission to pil- 
lage. 

THREATENED MASSACRE IN JE- 
RUSALEM. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Salama de 
Ghan, an Arabian of Brooklyn, has 
just received a letter from his sister in 
Jerusalem, telling of a threatened 
wholesale massacre in that place by 
the Turkish government. The letter 
says: “If England goes to war with 
the Turks Christians here will be mur- 
dered by the Mohammedans. America 
is the best place in the world, but we 
cannot go there now, as it is too late, 
We may all be killed in a few weeks. 
We aré willing to die, though, for 
God's holy will. I am glad you are 
safe in America; take care and don't 
come back here, as you will surely be 
killed. Mr. Wallace, the American 
Consul, will soon leave for the United 
States, and he would gladly take some 

of us along if he only dared. If we at- 
tempt to move’ from here the Turks 
would become suspicious and kill us.” 

De Ghan frequently takes parties on 
expeditions through the Holy Land 
and Egypt. He has become an Amer- 
ican citizen, and for that reason fears 
he may lose his life it he returns to 
his native country. He has been in 
America at intervals amounting in all 
to a period of sixteen years. He was 
both in Ramoth Gilead, and when 4 
years old, his parents moved to Jeru- 
salem. He was educated at Mount 
Zion in one of the English schools. 
He took a party through Palestine a 
few years ago. DeGhan declared 
would take a party to the Holy Land 
the first part of January.

Of the animals which 
have died during. the year, one was in 
service for sixteen and one for fifteen 
years. 

- The department responded during the 
year to 152 alarms, che total pecuniary 
loss of which was $54,429. Of the va- 
rious fires, gasoline-stove explosions 
caused thifty-three; oll-stove explo~ 
eions caused three; oll-lamp explosions 
caused fourteen; oil lamp upset, one; 
oll stove upset, two; crudeoll stove ex- 
pilosion, one; oll wells, five; refined-oll 
explosion, one; candle upset, two; gas, 
one; coal stoves, two; électric wires, 
two; sparks from chimneys, six; sparks 
from machinery, one; from locomotives, 
six; children, one; matehes, one; un- 
known causes, twenty-two; supposed 
incendiary, ten; spontaneous. combus- 
tion, one; cigar stumps, two; tinners' 
pot, one; defective flues, seven; chim- 
ney fires, four; grass fires, ten. 

‘ihe worst fire during the year was 
that of the Lankershim flats, which 
was in the neighborhood of . 

Of the new companies established 
during the year, chemical No. 3 is lo- 
cated on the corner of Griffin avenue 
‘nd Downey; chemical No. 4 is located 
on Pico street near Starr; chemical 
No. 5 is located on Central avenu: be 
low Twelfth street; each of the above 
nes a crew of ifree permanen men. 

The city has 466 fire hydrants, 421 
which nave th nocorlous sprinkling 
attachments. The Chief's report lo- 
sates each hydrant. 

The department relief fund contained 
on November 30, $993.04, which money 
is on deposit with the First National 
Bank. 

The Chief recommends that one first- 
class steel frame truck complete de 
procured immediately, with an eighty- 
five foot extension ladder to be located 
in the vicinity of the City Hall, along 
with 5000 feet of two and one-half inch 
hose, some of the companies being at 
present deficient in the latter supplies, 
which would, the Chiefsays, seriously 
crippie the department in case of an ex- 
iensive conflagration. The Chief also 
wonts four new horses, three of those in 
use having been over tweive years in the 
city’s service. The Chief asks also for 
two additional steam fire engines of 
the third ciass, to be located on Boyle 
Heights, and in the southwestern hilis 
section. Five of the present engines 
need to be equipped with steam heaters, 
so that at all alarms they would, res- 
pond with hot water in their bollers, 
ind not have to waste valuable time. 
The Chief suggests cheaper helmets 
for the men in the department for use 
while on fire duty. , 

The lease on the engine-house on 
Third street between Main and Spring 
has expired, and the engine company 
there located has been notified to va- 
cate. The Chief wants the Fire Com- 
missioners to act at once in the mat- 
ter. The fire alarm system of the city 
s recommended to be extended as rap- 
idly as possible. 

All of the school children of the city 
ire being constantly educated in fire 
lrills at their various schoo! buildings, 
and the Chief is arranging with the 
ywners of all places of public enter- 
tcinment for a fireman to be there st 
‘loned while such places are occupied 
Dy any public audiences. The stand- 
pipe ordinance is being enforced. 

he Chief recommends double fire 
hydrants in the middle of every block, 
ond objects to sprinkling cart attach- 
ments being attached to any hydrant. 

Electrician Ira J. Francis, in his re- 
vort, shows the location of every fire 
arm box in the city, and gives in 
letail the technical property stored in 
very engine-house, and also at flir 
headquarters in the City Hall. The 
xpense of this portion of the public 
service last year was $8026.41, of which 
amount $4432.60 was fot alarm boxes.

The place of intended 
use was to be on secs. 12, 13 and 14, In T. 
5 N., R II W., S. B. M., and stating other 
matters required by the code. It is un- 
der this last notice that the plaintiff 
claims. The ditch and flume for the 
diversion of water under this notice 
was commenced immediately and prose- 
cuted until completed, some time in the 
spring of 1888, and during that season 
the first use of the water diverted and 
conveyed through this ditch and flume 
was to prove up on desert land in Secs. 
12 and 14. The north half of sec. 13 had, 
previous to that, been acquired by Bent 
& Rowan by purchase from the rall- 
road. The predonderance of testimony 
goes to show that the ditch and flume 
were constructed as outlined in the no- 
tice, to-wit, the ditch being 5 feet wide 
on top, 2 feet deep and 3 feet wide on 
the bottom, with a flume of & inches 
square with a grade of & of an inch to 
the rod, and their capacity was about 
500 inches; that Bent, or Bent & Rowan. 
were engaged in projecting works and 
constructing the ditch and preparing 
the land for cultivation continuously 
from the time of the notice of appropri- 
ation to the sale of the land and water 
rights to Nathan Cole in July, 1889: that 
immediately thereafter Cole continued 
to make improvements up to the time 
of sale by him to the Alpine Springs 
Land and Water Company in Novem- 
ber, 1891.

In May, 1887, J. I. Connor posted a 
notice at a point on Little Rock Creek 
Stating therein it was intended to ap- 
propriate 500 inches of water, miner's 
measurement, fowing in said creek to 
be carried in a ditch to be four feet 
wide and eighteen inches deep to sec- 
tion 6, township 5 north, range 10 west, 
San Bernardino meridian. A copy of 
this notice was also recorded in the Re- 
corder’s office in this county. A ditch 
was constructed in pursuance of this 
notice, called the Connor ditch, from 
the point of diversion to the land desig- 
nated in the notice, and water was con- 
ducted through said ditch to and onto 
said section 6, and by virtue thereof, in 
the fall of 1889, proof was made under the 
Desert Land Act and the following sea- 
son patent secured to the northwest 
quarter and the east half of said sec- 
tion to H. and J. I. Connor. December 
9, 1889, H. and J. I. Connor entered into 
an agreement with Nathan Cole to con- 
vey to him the said land and water 
rights owned by them, and, in April, 
1890, a deed in pursuance of said agree- 
ment was executed to said Cole. All 
the right acquired by Cole from the 
Connors was conveyed to the Alpine 
Springs Land and Water Company by 
the deed already referred to.

The right of acquiring running water 
in a river or stream by ‘appropriation 
is as follows: “A notice must be posted 
in a conspicuous place at the point of 
diversion, stating. the quantity of 
water, giving the number of. inches 
measured under a four-inch pressure, 
claimed; the purpose for which and the 
place of intended use, the means by 
which’ it is intended to divert the water 
nd the size of the flume, ditch, pip 
r aqueduct througn which it is m- 
tended to be diverted, a copy of which 
notice must, within ten days after it 
is posted, be recorded in the office of 
the Recorder of the county, and within 
sixty days after the notice is posted 
work must be commenced in the exca- 
vation or construction of the works 
through which it is intended to divert 
the water and this work must be prose- 
cuted diligently and uninterruptedly 
until completion, and completion means 
conducting the water to the place of 
intended use; the appropriation must be 
kor a useful or beneficial purpose, 
and when the use for such purpose 
ceases the right ceases. By a compli- 
ance with these rules the claimant’s 
‘right to the use of the water relates 
back to the time the notice was posted, 
and a failure to comply with these 


rules deprives the claimant of the right. 


to the use of the water as against a 
subsequent claimant who complies 
therewith; and as between appropria- 
tors the first in time is the first in 
right.” (C. C. 140 to 1421.) 


The object of the notice, of course, is 


to apprise other intended appropriators 
that steps have already been taken by 
some other party to make an appropri- 
ation, and the right under this notice 
holds up to the time required for the 
commencement of work. It. when the 
means of diverting the water, whether 
by ditch, flume or pipe, shall have been 
completed, the carrying capacity of the 
same should be less than the amount 
stated in the notice, the excess men- 
‘tioned in the notice would be consid- 
ered abandoned and would be subject 
to another appropriation: and the 
amount of water diverted by the ditch, 
flume or pipe would be measured by its 
capacity in the smallest place. The 
water must, also, be diverted for a use- 
ful or beneficial purpose, so that if the 
means of diversion should be so con- 
structed as to convey a larger quantity 
of water than necessary to be used at 
the point indicated for use, all over the 
necessary quantity would be subject to 
another appropriation. In Hewitt vs. 
Story, United States Court of Appeals 
for this circuit, (12 U. S. C. C. App. Rep., 
254.) the law on this subject is sum- 
marized as iollows: 


“We consider the law to be well set- 
tled that the right to water flowing in 
the public streams may be acquired by 
an actual appropriation of the water

steps to appropriate water is entitled 
to convey his right at any stage in the 
series of acts required to complete the 
appropriation. He can sell whatever 
right he has after posting and record- 
ing the notice, or he can go on and 
complete the means of diverting the 
water by a ditch, pipe or flume, and 
then convey whatever right he has, or, 
again, after the water is conducted 
upon the land and the whole subjected 
to cultivation and jmprovement, and 
at whatever stage the sale is made the 
purchaser succeeds to his rights and 


can carry forward the uncompleted |) 


work, if any required, to complete the 
appropriation. This rule is abundantly 
supported by authority. 

I am of the opinion, therefore, that 
the plaintiff, representing the Bent & 
Rowan and Connor apprpriations, has 
a prior right to the use of the water 
flowing in the creek, to the extent here- 
after stated, 0 

The notices in question designated 
water running in the Little Rock 
Creek, and therefore it cannot be said 
that the appropriation was of the 
cienega water. That water would be- 
long to the land on which the springs 
or clenegas are situated, and cannot be 
said to have been appropriated under 
either the Bent & Rowan or Connor ap- 
propriations. The appropriations un- 
der which the plaintiff claims, however, 
as against the defendants must be lim- 
ited to the purposes designated in the 
notices. The Bent Rowan notice 
stated that the water was to be used 
on sections 12, 13 and 14, and the Con- 
nor notice on lands in section 6. As I 
figure it from the evidence, the acre- 
age acquired in sections 12, 13 and 14 
amounts to 1480, and in section 6, to 480, 
According to the tes- 
timony 500 inches of water would be a 
great abundance for the irrigation of 
this quantity of land, as well as.sup- 
plying water for domestic and other 
purposes incident thereto. In reference 
to the claim as a riparian owner on 
the part of the plaintiff, there are sev- 
eral answers. The plaintiff, as already 
stated, is a public corporation under 
the so-called Wright act. Such corpor- 
ations are not formed for the purpose 
of acquiring title to land for the pur- 
pose of entering upon the cultivation 
of the soil either for egricultural or 
horticultural purposes. It is simply 
for the formation of a district in a 
public capacity endowed with the power 
of levying end collecting taxes to con- 
struct, malntein and repair necessary 
works for the diversion, storage and 
distribution of water to irrigate’ the 
lands belonging to private individuals 
within the district. For this purpose 
only it is given power to acquire, either 
by purchase or condemnation, 
and water and water-rights, and other 


property. It is also given the power 


to purchase lends et public sale for 
taxes on an assessment. but the title 
so acquired, subject to the right of re- 
demption, may de conveyed the same 
as by the State or county, where lands 
are bid in. The whole law goes to

THE VENEZUELAN CRISIS. 

Representative Hitt, a Republican 
Congressman from Illinois, introduced 
in the House of Representatives yes- 
terday a bill to empower the President 
to appoint a commission to investigate 
the Venezuelan boundary question, in 
accordance with the recommendation 
of the President's special message on 
the subject. The bill is short and 
straight to the point, being in full as 
follows: 

„A bill making an appropriation for 
the expense of a commission to investi- 
gate and report on the true divisional 
line between the Republic of Vene- 
guela and British Guiana. Be it en- 
acted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of 
America, in Congress assembled, that 
the sum of $100,000, or as much thereof 
as may be necessary, be and the same 
is hereby appropriated for the expenses 
of a commission to be appointed by the 
President to investigate and report 
upon the true divisional line between 
the republic of Venezuela and British 
Guiana.” 

It is pleasant to record the fact that 
this bill passed the House by a unani- 
mous vote, not a voice being raised 
against it. Boutelle of Maine sought to 


— 


cause he was opposed to its letter or 
spirit, but because he deprecated too 
precipitate action. Some other trivial 
points were raised, but they were 
swept away before the tide of patriotic 
enthusiasm. which permeated the 
House, and which is but a reflex of 
the popular sentiment which permeates 
the nation. The vote upon the final 
passage of the bill showed that in this 
grave crisis the President has the sup- 
port of an undivided Congress, as he 
has practically the unanimous support 
of the American people. 

The Senate referred the President's 
message to the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, and that committee has de- 
cided to sit during the holiday recess. 
An early report is therefore assured. 
As to the nature of that report there 
is small room for doubt. It will un- 
questionably be in practical accord 
with the recommendations of the Presi- 
dent's message. 

The appointment of a commission to 
ascertain the facts regarding the Vene- 
zuelan boundary dispute may therefore 
be regarded as a foregone conclusion. 
Uppn the report of that commission 
will depend the momentous issue of 
war or peace. If the commission finds 
that the claims of Venezuela are just, 
nothing but a square back-down on 
the part of Great Britain can avert 
war. If, on the other hand, the com- 
mission should find that the claims of 
Great Britain are just, and should so 
report, the incident would be ended. 
In either case, the work of the commis- 
sion would have served to define the 
situation and would enable us better 
to understand the true issues involved. 

“Whom the gods would destroy they 
first make mad.” The British news- 
papers are mad with the foolish notion 
that the attitude of this nation with 
reference to the Monroe doctrine, as 
defined by President Cleveland, is de- 
pendent upon the petty vicissitudes of

corruption and intrigue dominate our 
political and governmental methods, 
has manifestly been derived in chief 
part from Mr. Bayard’s recent speeches, 
in which he has so grossly libeled his 
country, maligned its people, and be- 
littled us before the world. Mr. Bay- 
ard has deceived the English in these 
matters. The events of the next few 
months may undeceive them, to their 
discomfiture. 

The Venezuelan boundary dispute, 
per se, is not the vital and fundamental 
phase of the present crisis. That is a 
mere detail, in which is focalized a 
broader principle. The real question at 
issue is not specifically as to whether 


an injustice has been done to a small 
South American nationality. It in- 
volves and includes the profounder 
problem of national dominance in the 
Western Hemisphere. This is the is u 
that glows between the lines in Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s courageous and pa- 
triotic message. Upofi and around this 
issue the conflict of interests centers. 

A mean disposition is manifested, in 
some quarters, to question the Presi- 
dent’s motives in bringing the issue to 
a focus. This is alike ungenerous and 
unjust. That Mr. Cleveland’s motives 
should be impugned in England is to 
be expected. But he is entitled to the 
full confidence and support of his coun- 
trymen until some evidence of his in- 
sincerity has been made manifest. 

A gratifying phase of the situation 
is the unanimity of both houses of 
Congress in support of the administra- 
tion. More significant still is the fact 
that public sentiment, from ono end of 
tho land to the other, is practically 
unanimous in support of the attituue 
assumed by the government. The 
South vies with the North in devotion 
to the flag.

TOPICS OF 


INTEREST IN AND 
OF CONGRESS. 


Prospects for Making Territories 
Into States—Mr. Marphy ank 
the Indian Question. 


Politicians Figuring Out Who Was 
Helped by the Convention 
Going to st. Louis. 


Wondering How the Slate Came to 
Be Broken—If Anyone Was 
Benefited it Was Maj. Me- 
Kinley—Coast People. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON O. c.) Dec. 13.—It is 
very possible that at the close of the 
present Congress there will be but one 
Territory in the United States, that of 
Alaska. It is probable, however, that 
the plan to include the whole of the In- 
dian Territory within the Umits of Ok- 
lahoma, will not succeed, although some 
disposition of the Indian question by 
which they cease to be independent na- 
tions is strongly insisted upon. Dele- 
gate V. O. Murphy of Arizona has pre- 
pared a bill, which he believes obviates 
the difficulties presented last Congress, 
and so far, no opposition to its pas- 
sage has become manifest. It provides 
for a constitutional convention to be 
composed of thirty-six delegates who 
shall frame a constitution to be submit- 
ted at he same election as a ticket for 
State officers, the election of the latter 
to depend upon the adoption of the for- 
mer. There are liberal provisions for 
public land grants for purposes of 
schools and State institutions, The bill 
has been read twice and referred to the 
Committee-on Territories, the same dis- 
position having been made of similar 
bills to admit New Mexico and Okla- 
homa. 


Delegate Murphy in speaking to me 
of the Indian question, said: “I have 
seen the War Department and Interior 
Department officials concerning the re- 
cent murders by Apaches in Arizona, I 
told them that this was to have been 
expected when the troops were removed 
from San Carlos. There are peaceable 
tribes in Arizona, but the Apaches are 
never safe, no matter how quiet they 
may seem to be. The authorities as- 
sure me that there will be better pro- 
tection at San Carlos and that the min- 
eral lands will be segregated. If they 
do as promised, no legislation will be 
necessary, but if not, I will introduce 
a resolution that will bring about an 
investigation.” Continuing upon the 
Indian question in general, he said: 
“Millions of dollars are expended upon 
the Indians and the machinery neces- 
sary to maintain the very peculiar re- 
lation in which they stand toward the 
United States. This must end some 
time, and as the Territories all become 
States, there seems to be but one prac- 
tical solution, allot all of the Indian 
lands and then let the Indians occupy 
the same positions as any other citi- 
zens. Those who are capable of being 
civilized will be protected and those 
who are not will be punished by the 
laws of the several States, and if left 
in that way to the wisdom of the com- 
munities interested, the question wil] be 
sofved satisfactorily and without the 
expense attendant upon the present 
system. | 

Reference was made to the various 
schemes that will be introduced during 
the present session for the reclamation 
of arid lands. It does not now seem 
probable that much will be done. Rep- 
resentative Bowers of California would 
seem to have been informed that all of 
the lands needed irrigation were in the 
vicinity of his own home, the city of 
San Diego, as he favors an appropria- 
tion of a single million of dollars for 
this purpose, which could certainly all 
be expended to advantage in his own 
district. The fact is that it seems im- 
possible for any real benefit to be de- 
rived from general legislation upon the 
subject, partly through the majority of 
Congressmen having no real informa- 
tion or knowledge concening it, and 
partly because those whose constitu- 
ents would as they believe suffer from 
having these lands made fertile and 
thus brought into competition with the 
other States, do not dare to favor ex- 
pending the very large sum necessary 
to accomplish the desi:ed results. Dele- 
gate Murphy, in speaking of this, said: 
J am in favor of the United States 
ceding these arid lands to the States 
and let the people who know what they 
are, and what is required to render 
them fertile, take care of them. They 
are worthless to the United States, but 
could be made very valuable to the 
States.“ 

Returning to the subject of Indians, 
Mr. Murphy told of an incident that fell 
under his observation. At San Carlos 
sixteen boys and sixteen girls returned 
from the Carlisle Indian School as 
graduates. At the end of the railroad 
they were dumped into wagons and 
carted off to the reservation, where 
they were turned loose. In & few 
weeks those Indians, who had left the 
school cultured and refined to a degree 
that could scarcel be expected of 
Apaches, were eating raw meat. A 
vast amount of money has been ex- 
pended in educating the Indians, and 
then no efforts have been made to find 
them work at what their training has 
fitted them for and the practice of drop- 
ping them from the pinnacle of civili- 
zation into the depths of savagery .is 
the refinement of cruelty. The case 11 
San Carlos is one of the strongest argu- 
ments against the present expensive 
and cumbersome Indian system, but 
there will scarcely be a change so long 
as any of the Territories remain such. 
When all have become States there is 
every reason to believe that the Indians 
— become citizens and treated as 
such. 


Ever since St. Louis was named as 
the place of holding the next Republi- 
can National Convention, politicians 
have been trying to figure out whose 
chances have been benefited so far as 
the Presidential nomination is con- 
cerned It is certain that a slate was 
broken, and some of the committeemen 
do not know yet how it happened. 
Senator Quay was as certain of success 
for Pittsburgh two days before the con- 
vention met as he ever was in his life 
of any political result.

It looked like Reed and McKinley for 
Pittsburgh and Harrison and Allison 
for Chicago, with no Presidential 
candidate for St. Louis. There 
was a monetary consideration, de- 
spite Chairman Carter’s assertions 
to the contrary, but he was 
correct in saying that the convention 
was not for sale. Bach of the cities 
pledged enough for the purpose, so 
that at the end finances did not cut a 
figure. Nor did the support of any 
man for the Presidency have any- 
rng | to do with it.

"A GAS EXPLOSION. 


NARROW ESCAPES AT A BROAD- 
WAY FIRE LAST EVENING. 


The Mother of Elia Leonard, Who 
WasFatally Burned Last August, 
Nearly Killed by Filames—Fire- 
men Handicapped by Lack of 
Water Pressure. 


The house at No. 415 South Broad- 
way, which, up to a short time ago, 
was the residence of Samuel Hellman, 
was gutted by fire last night. An ex- 
Pplosion which was undoubtedly due to 
a leakage of gas started the fire. The 
department was handicapped in 
quenching the flames by reason of in- 
sufficient water pressure. 

The building was owned by Mr. Hell- 
man, but had been rented by F. J. 
Spaulding and Mrs. A. Leonard. Be- 
sides those people, the occupants were 
Mr. and Mrs: Hadley, Mrs. Glanville 
and Miss Hattie Bly; Von Stevoneau & 
Gutirezz, Mrs. M. F. Moore and Mrs. 
Lerene, ladies’ tatlors, and Ethridge & 
Co., real estate agente. 

Mrs. Leonard, at about 8 o’clock, 
paseed through the hallway with a 
lighted candle in her hand. She opened 
the door to the kitchen, intending to 
pass through. As she opened the door 
there was a tremendous explosion, 
which was heard for blocks away, and 
which those who heard it say was like 
the roar of a cannon. She afterward 
had a dim recollection of being lifted 
off her feet and of seeing the pictures 
on the walls and other articles shaken 
about in a confused sort of a way. 

t struck her on the back of 
her head, but did not hurt her se- 
verely. 

She ran upsteirs by the rear stair- 
case, Ghinking to see to the safety of 
Mrs. Glanville, who was in one of the 
upper rooms. While she was doing this 
Mrs. Glanville, who had been ly! 
down, had heard the explosion, Jumpe 
up and ran down the front s 5 
Mrs. Leonard, not finding her, searched 
about the rooms in a dazed sort of a 
way, and, overcome by smoke which 
had begun to fill the house, sank down 
unconscious. 

A NARROW ESCAPE, 

Meantime, some one had turned in an 
alarm from box No. 49 at Fourth street 
and Broadway, and the department 
had arrived. Ladders were raised and 
C. Johnson of Truck 1 carried 


to Hotel Broadway. J. H. 
mour was summoned add, assisted by 
Mrs. N. E. Hammond, a medical student, 
attended to Mrs. Leonard’s needs. Her 
hair was badly singed and she was 80 
severely burned about the eyes as to 
cause anxiety for her s:ght. 

A singularly sad feature of the affair 
is the fact that Mrs. Leonard is the 
mother of Miss Ella Leonard, who was 
fatally burned at the fire in the Lank- 
ershim flats at Broadway and Seventh 
street on August 28 last. 

ANOTHER RESCUE. 

When Mrs. Leonard was removed 
from the upper floor of the building it 
was by way of the veranda roof. John 
Roeder of engine company No. 8, aided 
in taking her down, which was done 
in front of the house. He stepped to 
the roof of the veranda at the northerly 
wing cf the building, and as he was 
walking to the further corner he 
stumbled over some soft object which 
was found to be F. J. Spaulding, who, 
it was afterward said, had fallen from 
a window a little above, having been 
suffocated by smoke. By this time the 
flames were gaining headway and 
smcke was pouring out in blinding 
volumes. Roeder first endeavored to 
fix a rope to let Mr. Spaulding down, 
but a ladder was brought and he 
slowly. and with difficulty, carried the 
unconscious man to the street. Mr. 
Spaulding soon afterward reccvered. 
FIGHTING UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 

Meantime the firemen were working 
with vim to quench the flames, which 
had spread over the roof and were 
pouring through between the shingles. 
G. K. Wilton of No. 439 South Hill 
street, was working with the depart- 


ment, and was on the roof of the wing | 


veranda whence Roeder had rescued 
Spaulding. Suddenly a large plece of 
the massive cornice fell, striking him 
on the face and on the top of the head. 
He was stunned, but was able to 
climb to the ground with a little assist- 
ance. 

Engines had been stationed at the 
intersection of Broadway and Third, 
Fourth and Fifth streets. Two lines of 
hose were laid from each engine. and. 
one from Fourth and Spring streets, 
making seven streams playing on the 
fire, he pressure was so light that it 
was found necessary to have only one 
stream from each engine. Before this 
was done it was next to impossible to 
reach as high as the roof of the build- 
ing. The line of hose from Fourth and 
Spring streets was also cut out, so as 
to restore street car traffic. The in- 
sufficient water pressure was explained 
to be due to the Broadway main not 
carrying a large enough supply for the 
three engines. 

Chief Moore climbed to the roof of 
the J. S. Slauson building, three stcries 
bien next on the south from the burn- 
ing house, threw down a rope, drew up 
@ hose with assistance and played a 
stream down upon the house. At that 
height the pressure was unsatisfactory. 

At the time of the alarm Assistant 
Chief Ed Smith was temporarily off 
duty and was attending a Maccabee 
lodge meeting. He ran to the fire, broke 
into the front room upstairs and played 
a stream from that point, much to the 
detriment of his good clothes. A large 
plece of plastering fell, struck him on 
the head and rendered him nearly un- 
2288 He was helped up by some 
ot the other members of the department 
and was soon in fighting condition. The 
plastering where it struck him raised 
an ugly bunch on his head and utterly 
spoiled a good hat. 

At times it seemed as it the building 
would burn in spite of the best efforts 
to the contrary. The house was about 
fifty feet from the sidewalk and in 
width occupied within a few feet of the 
lot lines on each side. g 

On the south was the Slauson build- 
ing above mentioned and on the north 
was the Pirtle building, three stories 
high, thus confining most of the work 
of the firemen to the front and rear. 
Gradually, the fire abated and within 
about an hour from the start the flames 
were checked. 

But little of the goods in the house 
were saved. A few sewing machines, 
a piano Owned by Mr. Stevoneau, a 

uantity of furniture and a few bun- 

les of clothing and cloths were hur- 
riedly removed. 

The house was valued at about $3500. 
It was so much burned that it is prob- 
ably impracticable to repair. The in- 
surance on the building is in a number 
of policies with different companies and 
is understood to aggregate about $3000. 
Mr. Spaulding claims a loss of about 
$1500 in clothing and jewelry and $80 in 
money. He was not insured. Miss Hat- 
tie Bly and Mrs. E. Glanville, who 
lived in the house, lost nearly all they 
had, save what they wore. Mrs. M. F. 
Moore, a dressmaker, lost a part of her 
goods. 

A small damage was done by water in 
the La Veta restaurant next door north, 
Some. of the people who had been 
burned out were given temporary quar- 
ters and storage for their goods there. 

Mrs. Leonard said to a Times re- 
porter that it had severa] times been ob- 
served that gas was escaping in the 
house. The general opinion is that the

Book and Specimen Collections of 
Dr. Stephen Bowers. 

The University of Southern California 
hat acquired, partly through the gen- 


‘erosity of A. M. Peck of Compton, and 


partly by donation from the owner, Dr. 
Stephen Bowers, editor of the Califor- 
nia Voice, his valuable collection of 
books and specimens. The collection 
consists of minerals, fossils, marine, 
land and fresh-water shells and ethno- 
logical and archaeological forms. 
Nearly every land on the globe is rep- 
resented, and nearly evéry geological 
formation is found in the collection. 
here .are some rare archaeological

The collection contains a 
fine array of gems, ranging from crys- 
tals of calcite all the way to diamonds 
in the rdugh from Africa. Ores and 
metals, from the baser to the finest, 
are represented. There is a fine col-

— The Proposition Recommended by 

the Chamér of Commerce Will 

Come Before the Roard of Pablic 

Works at Tomorrow's Mecting 
of the Latter Body. 


The question of providing employ- 
ment for men out of work, but who are 
willing to work, is to come before the 
Tioard of Public Works (which body ts 
a committee of the City Council.) at 
tomorrow's meeting. It will come up in 
the form of a resolution from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, whieh resolution was 
addressed to the City Council and re- 
fetred to the board. 

The scheme proposed is a simple one, 
and is designed to separate those who 
are willing to work if they have oppor- 
tunity from those who beg, but who will 
not work if they can avoid it. It is 

contemplated to provide suitable quar- 
ters at small expense, where lodging 
Fan be supplied, and where plain but 

‘substantial meals can be furnished. 

The plan also includes the employ- 
ment of a competent and trustworthy 
men as superintendent, and to give 
work to such men as apply for it for 

© wBout one-half of each day. This will 
entitle each man to three meals and a 
lodging. and will allow him several 
» hours each day to look for a better job 
he chooses. 

What is considered to be the most im- 

portant feature is to have for the super- 
„ Yntendent a man who will see that the 
men honestly perform the labor ex- 
pected of them. If the scheme can be 
made to operate as expected, there will, 
it. is believed, be absolutely no excuse 
ok any man found begging on the 
streets. and if so caught it will devolve 
upon the police judges to impose such 
mea vy sentences as will have the effect 
ef driving out of town all men who will 
rather than work. 
. The proposition will be presented to 
the Board of Public Works tomorrow, 
bandit that body acts promptly on it, a 
recommendation can be prepared and 
présented to the City Council for ac- 
tien next Monday. 
An reasonable haste in the matter has 
been urged, for there are a great many 
ef the unwelcome hobo fraternity in the 
ton. and under the present system the 
re ice have great difficulty in success- 
fully refuting the customary plea made 
when one of them is arrested, that he 
has been searching for work and could 
not find it.

Detective Hawley Attended Early 
Mass and Caught the Culprit in 
the Act of Riding a lLady’s 
Purse—A Good Catch.

Yesterday morning the detective's 
vigil was rewarded by seeing the sus- 
pect commit that very act. Mrs. C. 8. 
Langley occupied the pew immediately 
in front of the man. When she began 
her devotions she laid her purse on the 
Sent beside her. When she knelt to 
pray, the man, first looking cautiously 
right and left.to see whether he was 
observed, reached over the back of the 
- pew, smatched the purse, opened it. took 
the contents, which consisted of one 
silver dollar, replaced the purse, put 
the money in his pocket, and a minute 
or. two ter rose and quietly left the 
church. As soon as he was. gone, Mr. 
Hawley suddenly terminated his make- 
believé devotions, stepped to Mrs. Lang- 
ley’s side and asked her haw much 
money she had in her purse. She said 
$1, but on looking for it she discovered 
that it had mysteriously disappeared. 

Mr. Hawley hastily followed the man, 
who had just left the church, and over- 
hauled him in front of the Cathedral. 
He affected the greatest surprise and 
indignation when told that he was 
under arrest on the charge of being a 
pickpocket, but cooled down somewhat 
when the officer informed him that he 
saw. him in the act of rifling a lady’s 
purse. The officer backed up his asser- 
tion by telling the thief how much he 
got and in which pocket he had the 
stolen money. 

Feeley, for such fs the name he gave, 
was en to the station and searched.

After. the arrest yesterday morning, 
Mr,.Hawley went to Feeley’s room at a 
respectable lodging-house to look for 
more plunder. The landlady was dumb- 
founded when told that her lodger was 
a thief. She said it could not be, as he 
wes such an elegant gentleman.: She 
admitted the detective to. Feeley’s 
room, and there, snugly tucked away in 
& bureau drawer, was a bunch of Mrs. 
Langley’s visiting cards, receipts, etc., 
which were in her purse the first time 
she was robbed. Other things were 
found which are supposed to have been 
stolen. The officers already have suffi- 
cient evidence to make two cases of 
robbery against him and expect to have 
‘more before they are through with him, 


WATCH THIEVES. 


Police Think They Have an Old 
Offender in Limbo. 
The police are of the opinion that 
they have at last got the scoundrel in 
Jimbo who has been picking the pockets 
of workmen all over the city. At least 
twenty cases have recently been re- 
ported of watches and other valuables 
stolen from the coat or vest pockets 
of men engaged in the building trades. 
It is customary for carpenters, plas- 
terers, lathers, etc., to remove their 
coats and vests when working. Usually 
the workman’s watch, if he has one, is 
in the vest pocket. The clothes are 
hung at some convenient place about 
the building, and some thief, or thieves, 
seem, to have made a regular business 
of hanging around new buildings or 
other places where men are employed 
and picking the pockets of these tem- 
porarily ‘discarded clothes, 
One of the latest cases of this kind 
reported to the police, was that of a 
watch, chain and charm belonging to 
a lather named J. M. McGuire, em- 
ployed on a new house on Towne ave- 
nue.

ERRIGATING SCHEME. 


A Possible Diversion of the Leos An- 
geles River Water. 

In the report of the City Council pro- 
ceedings, printed in The Times of Tues- 
day, was contained a section of the 
City Attorney's weekly report to the 
Council which gave an opinion, or 
rather a resume of the facts, in connec- 
tion with a certain irrigation scheme, 
which the Councilmen, in company with 
the City Attorney and City Engineer, 
examined last week. ‘ 

Some time ago the attention of cer- 
tain people was called to the fact that 

e water of the Los Angeles River, as 
it came into the city, was unusually 
muddy, and this fact led to an inves- 
tigation of its cause. 

The investigation resulted in the dis- 
covery of a scheme, which had been 
under way for several months, eng‘n- 
eered by ex-Police Commissioner J. 8. 
Pirtle, to develop an immense quantity 
of water in the San Fernando Valley 
about twelve miles northeast of Los 
Angeles, which scheme appears to have 
been carried on with remarkable secrecy, 
as although nearly $8000 worth of work 
has been done and forty men and teams 
are now employed in the undertaking, 
few, if any persons, were aware of the 
scheme or its purpose. . = 

On a tract of land forty acres in ex- 
tent water found to seep through 
the ground with no apparent reason 
for the seepage. After an examination 
of the ground it was decided to cut a 
tunnel or ditch through the land, with 
a continuous fall, and build a flume, 
using the earth for bottom. This is 
now being done, a large portion of the 
work having already been accom- 
plished, and with such success that a 
moderate estimate of the amount of 
water developed places it at 600 inches. 
A dam has been constructed to hold 
this water, but tts breakage caused the 
influx into the Los Angeles River and 
the consequent muddying of the water 
which, as before stated, led to the in- 
vestigation of the mattter by the City 
Counciimen., 

The only interest which this scheme 
can have for Los Angeles lies in the 
fact that the Little Tejunja River, a 
branch of the Los Angeles, has been 
crossed or tapped by the tunnel re- 
ferred to, and this circumstance may 
constitute the ground for an injunction 
on the part of the city, as it is possible, 
though not probable, that the water 
supply of Los Angeles migh: be seri- 
ously interfered with by the action of 
Mr. Pirtle’s tunnel and water system. 
It will be noticed that this point is not 
touched upon by the City Attorney in 
his information to the City Council re- 
garding the matter. Future develop- 
ments will have to occur to determine 
whether or not legal action of any sort 
will be required to protect the city’s 
interest in the premises. Another trip 
to the ground where the development 
of water is being carried on will be 
taken in the near future by several of 
the municipal officials and with them 
will probably go the law firm employed 
some time ago to assist the City At- 
torney in the prospective litigation 
with the City Water Company. ; 

CITY REFUNDING BONDS. 
Decision as to Their Validity is Ex- 
pected Daily. 

The decision of the State Supreme 
Court in the matter of the refunding 
bonds has not yet been rendered but it 
is expected daily. These bonds were 
voted early in the present year and 
amounted to $396,000. They were adver- 
tiséd for sale and a bid, of Street, 
Wykes & Co. of New York to pay about 
$20,000 premifum for them was accepted. 

The attorney for that firm examined 
into the bonds and gave as his o}:inion 
that they were not valid, his principal 
reason for so holding being that the 
proceedings for the issue of the bonis 
had not been taken in compliance with 
a certain law enacted a: the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 

Thereafter the contract with Street, 
Wykes & Co. was cancelled and a case 
was taken directly into the Supreme 
Court for the purpose of testing the va- 
lidity of the issue. It is seught in the 
case to set aside the law enacted at the 

ast session of the Legislature interfer- 
ing with the issue, thereby placing the 
matter in the same position as if that 
particular law had never been enacted. 
This was the position assumed when the 
pr dings were taken. 
- ‘The ninety days allowed the Supreme 
Court to decide & case after it has been 
submitted expired in this instance sev- 
eral weeks ago. The ;ustices of the 
Supreme Court will not be alle lo draw 
their salaries until the case is decided. 

A decision in lavor of the valid.ty of 
the bonds will be welcomed, without 
doubt, by the city ‘inanciers for the 
bonds can then be sold and th». pro- 
ceeds from the sale may, besides other 
things, be used to replace the $40,(00 in 
bonds which matured a few months ego 
for the payment of which it was neces- 
to A «ertain extent to iropouverish 
the city treasury. 


LAMPS IN THE MAIL CARS, 


Danger of Fire from Use of Coal 
011. 

In the annual report of the Supcrin- 
tendent of the Railway Mail Service, 
considerable attention is given to the 
matter of lighting the cars in which 
mail is carried. it is related that for 
several years the stolfice authorities 
have pleaded with Congress to adopt a 
measure forbiiding the use of ccaJoil 
or similar fluid for this purpose. 

In support of the plea it has heen 
urged that irreparable injury has Leen 
done by reason of mail cars and their 
contents being burned, either by the 
e sion or overturning of kerosene cil 
lamps when accidents occurred. 

A Angeles man, who has had con- 
siderable experience with railway car 
lighting, was asked about the matter 
yesterday. He said that the lamps used 
in mail cars are supplied with a high- 
grade of coaloil which is usually mixed 
with lard oil. This combination will 
not explode, Although if a lamp of it be 
overturned and the «ontents ignited, a.: 
intensely hot fre may result. Theie is, 
however, comparatively little danger 


from these lamps in railway cars for
